A prodigious cxiitoment prevails in Ire¬ 
land, especially in the North, in consp- 
qiience of an actual living Mermaid^ which 
waa recently caught in a salmon net at 
Ilonneraw Point, in the county of Donegal.

Iliiidcnlang’s Declaration. 

From the Montreal Herald. 

The following is a translation of the con., 
fession made by Charles Hinderilang, the 
Freiicli officer, who was captured at Odel- 
lown and lodged in gaol on Wednesday 
last. The statement is plain enough, hut 
he cannot be considered a dupe in the Ca¬ 
nadian acceptation of the term. He en¬ 
tered into the rebellion with his eyes open, 
and it is only the want of success wliich 
now induces him to regret his conduct & 
to inform on his employers. He acted as 
a mercenary brigand, and as such he ought 
to he treated without mercy. 

‘ I was born at Paris, on the 29th March, 
JSlOk To this date my family hold an 
elevated rank there in the commercial world. 
My name is Charles Hindenlang. At the 
period of our glorious revolution of 1830, 
in opposition to the entreaties of my moth¬ 
er, 1 enlisted Jis a private soldier, in the 
5th llegiment of Light Infantry. I sub¬ 
sequently rose through al/ the intermediate 
grades, to the rank of an officer. Ohserv-, 
ing that there was little hope of advance¬ 
ment in the army, I was induced by the 
solicitation of my relations, to abandon the 
service altogoiber, and emigrate to New 
York, whither they intended sending me 
out goods next spring. 1 remained in 
that, city extremely quiet, meditating no¬ 
thing more than its commercial interests, 
when Mr. Duvernay solicited my acquaint¬ 
ance, by the instrumentality of several in 
dividuals, amongst the rest, by means of 
an Italian refugee named Faliere, whom he 
was also anxious to secure as an officer. 
My services were also required liy, and 1 
became, for a few days personally acquaint¬ 
ed with one M. Von Schoultz, a self-styled 
Colonel, seeking officers and soldiers for 
service in Upper Canada. 1 can, if neces^ 
sary, furnish details, in reference to his 
intentions, and his military arrangements, 
but will only do so in a personal comma 
iiication. 

Mr. Duvernay, acting in the name of, 
and for Dr. Robert Nelson, in presence of 
a trader named Bonnefous, communicated 
certain porpositions, accompanied by the 
most flattering promises, to me and anoth¬ 
er French officer, who had served in Spain 
as captain or lieutenant, in the 1st battal¬ 
ion of English Lancers. A copy of these 
proposals, drawn in duplicate, and recopied 
in my own handwriting, I delivered to an 
officer in Lacole. It contains a detail of 
the preliminary conditions riciprocally in 
sisled upon. The other French officer and 
I, after previous consultation, refused to 
sign the propositions, until we would be 
made better acquainted with the position 
of affairs in Canada, of which, up to that 
period, we had neither of us any knowl¬ 
edge. Then for the purpose of more effect¬ 
ually deceiving us, we were assured we 
had nothing to do but to proceed to St, 
.Albans, and there to form the recruits for 
the army into divisions—and agreeably to 
the statements of Mr. Duvernay and the 
others, to whom we addressed ourselves, 
we were under no necessity of providing 
ourselves with arms. We were assured 
not only that the Canadian people were 
prepared to rise en masse, but that the 
troops of the linei and more particularly 
I heir officers, fatigued with a service so far 
distant from their native country, were only 
wailing for the present occasion to revolt.

misguided Canadians. I invited all the 
officers assembled to imitate my example ; 
and we decided on an immediate separa¬ 
tion.

Let me be em¬ 
ployed in (lie furtherance of the good cause, 
and I pledge myself on my word of honor, 
to repair by all the services that may he 
required of me, or tljat will he in my pow^ 
er, my few days of error and infatuation. 

Would that my present situation could 
be justly understood. My brain is yet 
confused by a recollection of the misfoi'* 
tunes of which I have been a witness. I 
am worn out with fatigue. My. present 
narrative is no doubt exceedingly incoin- 
plete, and in all prohahilify I have oniitte<' 
many facts ; hut with the exception that I

William Johnson was yesterday arrested 
by Charles T. Burvvell and A. B. James, 
about three miles above Ogdensburgh. 
iHe was traced and found in the wodds by 
Mr. B and driven from his covert towards 
a bay in the river St. Lawrence, where his 
son lay in waiting for him with a row 
boat, ready to convey him a way. Mr. 
James, however, had got young Johnson 
ashore, taken possession of his boat, and 
secreted his oars, so as not to allow a 
chance of escape. ‘ Old Bill’ rushed down 
to the river, closely pursued by Burwell, 
where he was met by James. He called 
aloud, ‘ my boat I my bo|it!’ Ho was or¬ 
dered by Mr. J. to surrender, but he de¬ 
clared he would never do so while alive 
He had a pistol in each hand, and swore 
that he would sooner die than bo taken, 
and threatened to shoot the first man that 
approached him. James and ^Surwell at¬ 
tempted to seize him, and took hold of him 
several times; but he broke from thorn and 
retreated. His son advised him to flee to 
the woods, that he would help him away, 
if in his power, but that his boat and oars 
had been taken from him, and he had no 
means of giving him assistance. Johnson 
then attempted to escape to the woods, but 
was prevented; and when he saw there 
was no chance of escape, he came to a halt 
and offered to surrender, if his pursuers 
would allow his son to have his arms.

traordinary a decision. 

We understand, that when the writ thus 
granted was served upon Colonel Bowles, 
Commandant at Quebec, in whose custody 
Teed is, the Colonel wrote a letter to the 
Judges, explaining the reasons which indu¬ 
ced him not to give up the body of the pris¬ 
oner ; but that this explanatory letter was 
so far from giving satisfaction to their Hon¬ 
ours, that they immediately issuedr a war¬ 
rant for the apprehension of Colonel Bowles, 


for contempt. In proceeding to execute 
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tills warrant, the Sheriflf found that Colonel 
Howlea was in the citadel barracks, tlie 
gates of which have been since closed day 
and night. The Gaolei was committed for 
permitting Teed to be conveyed from piiss 
on to the citadel; and the whole affair has 
occasioiK'd a very great and unusual sensa* 
lion at Quebec. 


At seven o’clock yesterday morning, IL 
M. steam i^hip Medea, with the bark So- 
phia in low, ariived in port from Shediac, 
with the 65th Regiment. Tlie Medea left 
Quebec on the I2th instant for Shediac, 
wbicli place she reached in fifiy hours, and 
on arriving there saw the Sophia, which 
had previously left Quebec, heating in. Tfie 
Medea took on board 9 officers and 300 
men of the 65th Regiment, and 21 and 
women and children. The remainder of 
the Regiment, comprising the head-quar-- 
ters, emhaiked on board tlie Sophia. They 
left Shediac on Tuesday last, at four. P, 
M. and made the voyage up in seventy 
five hours; strong breezes from the north¬ 
west prevailed all the time, and the cold 
was great. There was no ice whatever— 
[Quebec Mercury. 


MISSISKOUI STAND A SID. 
FRELIGHS15U11G, DEC. 4,1838. 


It would seem from various accounts 
wbicli we have received, that the Mormons, 
in Missouri, have actually been in arms 
airainst the American Government. A Iet« 
ter dated, Snowdon, October 25, 1838 
says, * News has just reached us that the 
Mormons have attacked and cut to pieces 
captain Bogard’s company of 50 men, ex¬ 
cept three or four who have escaped.' VVe 
also lean that these American Patriots 
have burned, in Davies county, the Rost 
Office, court House, and several steres, and 
plundered property to the amount of oO,- 
000 dollars. It appears, liowever, from 
the following extract from the Montreal 
Herald, that the Mormons have been put 
down. 

‘An expedition, under the command of 
General Aitcheson of tlie United States 
army, was despatched to subdue tliem, 
when out of forty who surrendered them¬ 
selves prisoners to this humane and brave 
General, on the 28ih Oct. no fewer than 
thirty six were wantonly butcliered in cold 
blood. 


We mentioned some weeks since, that 
the country was infested with mad dogs, 
and we now repeat it, that people may 
take the precaution to confine or dispose of 
their dogs in some other way ; as we think 
few persons would relish the yelping of one 
of these animals about their heels. 


L.ATER FROM ENGLAND. 

From the Montreal Herald. 

‘ In Thursday’s Herald we anuounced in 
a postcript, that the steamer Liverpool had 
at last arrived in New York, greatly to the 
joy of those who had any relaiiveson hoard, 
whose minds must have been kept, for 
eome lime past, in a state of agonising sus¬ 
pense and anxiety. 

‘ It appears,’ says a New York paper, 
< that on lier leaving Liverpool on the 20ih 
..^ihe day fixed for her departure she en¬ 
countered adverse winds and very tempes¬ 
tuous weather. When six days out it was 
discovered that the consumption of coal was 
ho great, owing to some defect in the ma¬ 
chinery, lliat one half the qantity she had 
taken on boaftl—560 tons—was already 
consumed, although she had then perform¬ 
ed but one third of her voyage. The com¬ 
mander, in consequence, determined to le^ 
turn, and leached the cove of Cork on the 
29th of October, having been nine days out, 
and having then only 70 tons of coal left. 
At Cork she remained until the 6ih ult., 
taking in coal and having the impel fection 
in her engine remedied, when she again took 
her departure, and made the passage to 
New York in sixteen days. 

The most important and gratifying intel¬ 
ligence is that ihat moral incubus, Loid 
Glenelg, has been lemoved from the colo 
nial Office, and we have no doubt, that he 
along with some otl^er8 will be ‘ damned to 
eternal fame,' for the misgovernment of the 
British Empire in general and of the Cana¬ 
das in particular. A rumour was current, 
which though important is very far indeed 
from being gratifying, that the Marquis of 
Normandy has been appointed successor 
to the Earl of Duiham. He is at present 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, to which he 
was raised while Earl of Mulgrave. 

The Western Luminary says that the 
rumors of divisions in the cabinet were true. 
That Lord Glenelg resigned, and his resign 
nation was accepted ; that Lord Spencer 
and the Duke of Richmond were succes¬ 
sively offered the colonial secretary’s port 
folio, but declined it ; and that as yet no 
successor to Lord Glenelg had been found. 

War in the East —The recent intelli¬ 
gence from Jnd’a is of a very important 
and warlike c'«aractcr. Lord Auckland, 
of India, has deemed it necessary, in conse¬ 
quence of the ulterior designs of Russia, 
countenanced as they are by the Shall of 
Persia, to despatch an army of 20,000 men 
to the northern frontier of our Indian em¬ 
pire. The presence of such a force at the 
present moment in central Asia must be at 
tended with the best results. The British 
army was to be joined by 45,000 or 50,000 
men, furnished by Runjeet Singh, 


I The Ea^^—The London Morn. Chron¬ 
icle oftbe Ist instant says that a Consian- 
j tinople letter of the lOlh of October con.-* 
i firms the important news ihat the Shah of 
■ J^ersia had consented to make peace with 
j Herat, and withdraw his force. Guaran- 
, fees of this had been given, solemn enough 
, to induce Mr. M'Neill to return to He- 
i rat. This will diminish still more the feais 
of a collision in the East.

prayer. For the love of all you hold dear 
and sacreil, I conjure you to give no quar¬ 
ter to any of ilio contemptible horde. I 
hope that not a loyali.st in ilie Canadas will 
give an erring and over-mercifulgovernment 
an opportunity to exercise its clemency in 
behalf of any prisoners. I can scarcely con¬ 
trol my indignation within pi’oper hounds 
of expression at this second unprovoked 
and ungrateful attempt to destroy the peace 
of the Canadas. I am naturally cf a mer¬ 
ciful disposition, but when I reflect on the 
past, the lenity of the Government, the 
forbearance of the loyal, the prospects of a 
country blasted, the happiness of commu¬ 
nities and families trampled upon, tlie poss 
sihility that perhaps already I have lost 
some one dear to rne, the anxiety, the 
j tlie alarms, the vigilance you must all feel 
^ and suffer from the outrages and hellish 
conduct of such men as Nelson, Gagnon, 
l<^c., I feel a tiger’s thirst for their coward 
I blood. Ogive it to them—one and all. 
j When you meet them remember that you 
are fighting for your country, your friends, 
your freedom, and let the battle cry be 
death or victory.*

Wolfred 
Nelson, Bouebette, DesRivieres, and Gau- 
vin were there—quite an excitement, Gau- 
vin closed his harangue;—* We have just 
landed in a land ot liberty, and are on our 
way to a land of slavery, which we will 
make a Ijuid of liberty, or die.’ Tremen- 
dous cheering followed these big words. 

Bouchette intends to remain here and 
give lectures, unfolding the whole catalogue 
of Canada grievances, and British misrule 
and tyranny. Only think of these bold 
rebels haranguing au American people, and 


exciting them to war with England....A 
pretty exhibition certainly in proof of tlie 
fatuity of your sweet and manly Whig 
Governm»*nt at home. To night tlie fellows 
are to Iiave anotlier meeting, when they 
will proceed to pass ResoluMons ^ propose 
a levy on .Jinhoctiban’s poeki*t, in which ap¬ 
plication tliey will probably fail.,..for we 
are not inneh disposed to war, whatever 
report may say, inasmuch as we look on tiie 
actors on your siil(* of tfie line as mere 
cowardly boobies—.and furifior, a war with 
Englantl wouM damage us very much com-^ 
mercially. 

Friday—I was at the rebel meeting a- 
gain last evening, iOOO persons were pres¬ 
ent. Dr. MacNieven, (an Irishman who 
fled his country ^0 years ago or more, be'^ 
ing aco~rehel with ilie celebrated Emmet, 
who was executed.) was placed in the 
chair—he is an old man, and twaddled 
some non8en8p.^c()mpared the United States 
and Canada, and pronounced them par¬ 
allel cases...taxation without representa¬ 
tion being the moving causes, Scc.^said any 
one blaming a patriot Canadian might as 
well rebuke Washington, etc. A string of 
resolutions where then read and passed 
unanimously. One recommending commu** 
nications to be opened wiili the reformers 
of England, Ireland and Scotland, to request 
them to petition Parliament to declare Can¬ 
ada ‘ Independent.’ Another, a wise one, 
to raise subscriptions to feed the star¬ 
ving refugees from Canada,now on this side, 
or to come. Tfieller was then brought fuin 
ward, and I left the meeting. My opinions 
are the same as I expressed yesterday, as 
to the results, or extent of active sympailiy 
hert*. What the well wishers to L’anada 
and the United States want to here, is, of 
sound druhing being given to the Patriots, 
which would be a great satisfaction.
